The Sea Voyage— 


I was told that when the statue was 
brought from across there was a terrible 
storm at sea.

Carey eee ioners celebrated the 
Feast of Our Lady of Consolation on 
the fourth Sunday after Easter, which 
usually fell in the month of May. The 


lig pilgrimage day was the following 
Thursday. On that day people from 
neighboring towns made their pilgrim- 
age to Carey. On that day the people of 
Frenchtown reenacted their first proces- 
sion and marched every year to Carey. 
They continued this practice until about 
the year 1900. I myself can remember 
seeing them march past our farm in the 
years—1897-1898, 


Silver Anniversary— 


The first church, (our present  re- 
treat chapel), was built where our pres- 
ent Shrine Church is today. It was closer 
to the corner, facing east on West Street. 
The church was moved to iis present 
location about 1902, to make room for 
our coming new church to be built on 
the spot of the original Shrine. 

In the year 1903, (Fr. John G. Mizer, 
Was our pastor at that time), we cele- 
brated the Silver Anniversary of Our 
Lady of Consolation Parish. The cele- 
bration was opened with a procession 
before the ten o’clock Mass on the fourth 
Sunday atter Easter. That night before 
services, we had our first lighted candle 
procession. I am quite sure this was the 
first one in the history of the Shrine. 
That was the first vear we had a High 
Mass each morning and evening serv-

dore’s time. From that time on it seems 
that the devotion to Our Lady of Con- 
solation spread and more people came 
every year. It was said that we could 
not build a new church large enough 
to accommodate all the pilgrims. The 
years have proven this to be true. 


Assumption Pilgrimage— 


In 1904, on the Sunday before the 
Feast of the Assumption of the Blessed 
Virgin, (August 15th), our pastor, Fr. 
Mizer, announced that some students 
from St. John’s College, Toledo, who 
were studying for the priesthood would 
make a pilgrimage to Carey on August 
15th. Among the group was a young 
man who was later to become the Bishop 
of the Toledo Diocese and later still, 
Archbishop of Cincinnati—The Most 
Reverend Karl J. Alter. 

Ther attended the ten o’clock Mass 
on that day. The little church was 
packe< to capacity. This was the begin- 


ning ot the August Pilgrimage. It has 
spre2c tar and wide to this date.

Cures At The Shrine— 


If one takes a look at the canes, 
crutches and braces left here at the 
Shrine, we can see silent evidence of the 
prayers answered through the interces- 
sion of Our Lady of Consolation. 

Has anyone ever actually witnessed 
an instant cure? On one occasion when 
my youngest sister was attending school 
in the small room back of the chapel. 
there was a woman using crutches and 
staying in a private home near the 
church. She would attend Mass every 
morning then go get her breakfast, then 
return to the Church and stay there all 
inorning. After being here almost a 
week, one noon when the school door 
was opened and naturally the children 
were watching her, all of a sudden she 
gave a yell as if in agonizing pain. Her 
crutches dropped to the ground and she 
said she was cured. She walked freely 
around the church. The children and 
teacher followed her and prayed in 
‘thanksgiving for what had happened. 


I could write much more on this sub- 
ject. However, much of the more re- 
cent history is either already recorded 
elsewhere or has happened in the mem- 
ory of many reporters more qualified 
than myself. I have written these things 
which I have witnessed and heard, that 
they may not be lost to posterity and for 
the greater honor and glory of Our 
Lady of Consolation.
